When I finish making something, I go “No, 
that’s it” and it’s kind of up to everyone else 
what they make of it.

You’d go 
stark staring mad otherwise, as some people 
do. Occasionally flicking through channels 
rU catch something on Gold or Dave. I saw a 
bit of the second series of I’m Alan Partridge 
which I hadn’t watched since we’d made 
it, and I genuinely had no idea what would 
happen next, so it was the closest I’ve come 
to just being a viewer. There were bits where 
I thought “That was funny”, but also bits 
where I thought, “WeU, that went on too 
long” or “Is this not over yet?” But you can’t 
go back. You have to let it drift off. 

ALAN ENDURES _ 

Mid-Moming Matters showed us that Alan 
wasn’t this long-forgotten comedy figure 
from the past, but had this ongoing lease of 
hfe. Part of Alan’s endurance as a character 
is that historically, like Doctor Who, he’s 
always changed and regenerated. . 

He was a sports reporter then a 
radio host then a TV chat show 
host then a failed TV chat show 
host living in a hotel, then a radio 
broadcaster... He’s been aroimd for 20 
years but we haven’t done too much 
with him - we only ever did a six-part 
series every three or four years. He’s 


been going through these regenerations but 
not been taken out for public display all that 
often. It can feel like we’ve done more with 
him than we have. There must be something 
about the character that appeals, whether 
it’s us recognising people in the media who 
behave like that, or us recognising parts of 
him in ourselves. I say ourselves, but nobody 
ever admits to being like Alan - they all say 
they know someone like Alan. 

LET THE DIARRHOEA FLOW 

The only way we can write is sitting in a 
room together. We all “be Alan”. Obviously 
Steve is much better at it than us, but we all 
end up speaking like Alan to write him. It’s 
slightly nightmarish. Imagine if it was an 
American show that had 22 episodes a series 
- there’d be 30 writers all being him. I have a 
document somewhere that’s 250 pages long 
that’s stray bits of Alan we’ve come up with 
over the years, this verbal diarrhoea, or as 
he’d have it, verbal fertiliser. It just comes out. 
That’s the easy bit. The difficiilt bit is making 




it all flow in a plot where the other characters 
don’t just want to hit him in the face. It’s very 
easy to write something where everyone else 
is just saying “But what do you mean, Alan?” 
- but that would get boring. 

BE A DEMOCRACY _ 

One thing we don’t do is have all five of 
the writers of the film in the room at once. 

At any one time, the optimum amoxmt 
of people in the room writing something 
coUaboratively is three. Three of us’U work 
on one scene, then a different combination 
of three’U work on the next one. If we’re 
all there, things will slow down, because if 
someone has an idea, there’s four people 
who can immediately find problems with 
it or try to better it. With three, one will 
gravitate towards being objective. It’s a 
tiny democracy. It’s like a principality, like 
Monaco, or possibly Luxembourg, because I 
think Monaco is a benign dictatorship. 

PONT GET ROUND TO STUFF 

I started working on a novel eight years 
ago, and everything since then has been a 
displacement activity. To write a novel, 

C ^ you’ve got to clear months of time 
to spend on your own writing, and I 
find that difficult to organise, and very 
^ difficult to do once I’ve organised it. 
I’ve done all these other projects just 
as an excuse, so I can say to my editor 
“Yeah, I’d have loved to have finished the 
novel, but I had to do four series of The 
Thick Of It and write this film...”

I wasn’t in shape before it aU and 
he had to change, so there’s a little 
bit of that but that’s just normal 
actor-y stuff. 

DID YOU EVER IMAGINE ONE 
OF YOUR CHARACTERS WOULD 
HAVE THIS POPULARITY? 

No. When I first went to Comic 
Con, it was for Van Helsing, and 
Universal had this huge, massive 
panel and we were going to 
show aU this footage, and about 

II massive Wolverines with their 
shirts off stormed down to the 
front. They were just yelling 
“Wolverine!” for about five 
minutes. They were posing so I 
got up and started high fiving 
then turned back to the panel and 
they were aU looking at me really 
angry. I was like, “Right, yes,” but 


then every question was about 
Wolverine, and every time I was 
going, “Yeah, weU, Wolverine is 
different from Van Helsing...” and 
making the worst segues ever. It 
was xmcomfortable. 

HAVE YOU EVER SEEN A REAL 
WOLVERINE? 

Yes, they have them at the Detroit 
Zoo. They’re cute but ferocious. I’d 
never heard of them, and when 
I first did X-Men, I was trying to 
be an overachieving, over-zealous 
actor. While waiting to start I 
studied wolves and watched 
documentaries about them, and 
by take 13, Bryan Singer goes, 
“What are you doing with aU the... 
looking?” I said, “I was watching 
these wolves and their eyes are 
always down because they smeU 
the groimd and that’s how they 
sense everything,” and he goes, 
“Wolves? You’re not a wolf, you’re a 
wolverine. There’s an animal called 
a wolverine.” So embarrassing. 

I’d pretty much been doing wolf 
workshops to prepare. The other 
actors still give me shit about that. 
WHAT’S THE MOST DIFFICULT 
THING ABOUT PLAYING 
WOLVERINE? 

Absolutely the physical stuff. I 
mean, fight scenes always hurt 
in the way playing mgby hurts. 


but it’s enjoyable in a way. But 
it’s the training at four o’clock in 
the morning and eating chicken 
breasts seven times a day - that’s 
the bit that grows old for me. 

HE’S A VERY ANGRY MAN, BUT 
YOU SEEM PRETTY CHILLED - 
HOW DO YOU FIND THAT RAGE? 

I play Wolverine every six months 
- it’s great therapy! No, I have 
anger, everyone does. I was the 
youngest in my family, I remember 
having those feelings of, “I want 
to kill my brothers, if only I could... 
if only I had claws!” that kind of 
thing, which is why I think a lot 
of kids relate to Wolverine. In the 
comic book, he’s five foot three - 
he’s the shortest. He’s got claws 
but he’s not the most powerful, 
and yet he’s the most formidable 
because he’s the toughest and the 
one person you don’t want to piss 
off. That’s why people love him. 
YOU SHOT A LOT OF ITIN 
AUSTRALIA - WAS IT NICE 
FILMING BACK HOME? 

It was awesome. Whenever I can, I 
love to film there. It’s a great place 
to work and the locations are 
amazing. We shot a lot in Japan, 
but the studio work was aU in 
Australia. The interesting thing is 
that Sydney has a massive Asian 
population, but not a big 
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Japanese population, and we had 
one scene where we needed 200 
Japanese extras, so, seriously, 
no-one was working in a Japanese 
restaurant that week. We had all 
200 Japanese citizens and if you 
watch the film carefully, we had to 
rotate the extras because there's 
just not enough Japanese people. 
There’s one girl who plays about 
eight roles in the movie. 

ARE YOU AERAID OF FLYING, 
LIKE WOLVERINE? THAT’S NOT 
IN THE COMICS, IS IT FROM YOU? 
No, I love flying. Some of the 
fans are like, “He’s not afraid of 
flying in the comics, where does 
this come from?” blah blah blah. 

It was my own view that with 
every character, it’s a good thing 
to see them - particularly if they 
are superheroes - to be afraid 
of something. And when I was 


growing up, it made absolutely no 
sense that Indiana Jones should be 
scared of snakes, alright? He goes 
everywhere, he’s been in the jxmgle 
his whole life, but he's terrified of 
snakes, and it's brilliant. It's just a 
funny bit. And so I was like, “He's 
animalistic, it makes sense.” Does 
Wolverine choose to fly aroimd 
the place and go to Cancxm for the 
week? No. He’s a down-to-earth 
kind of guy, so I made that choice 
in the first X-Men. 

YOU SEEM TO BE GOOD AT TOO 
MUCH STUFF. WHAT ARE YOU 
FUCKING SHIT AT? 

There are many things. If you ask 
my wife, the biggest fault is my 
inability around the house. She 
says the only thing handy about 
me is that I'm close by. And, I 
have a terrible memory. I'm bad 
at saying no. I often double-book. 


There are a lot of things. Trust 
me, actors are very good about 
their faults. That’s why I don’t 
read any reviews. 

YOU WERE IN MOVIE 43, WHICH 
WAS A HUGE PIECE OF SHIT 
WHERE YOU PLAYED A MAN 
WITH A SCROTUM ON HIS CHIN. 
ARE THERE GET-TOGETHERS 
WHERE YOU AU GET DRUNK 
AND GO “WHYYYYY?”? 

Haha, not yet. None of us talk 
about it. It’s funny. Mate, I shot that 
four years ago and loved it. I never 
stopped laughing from beginning 
to end. It was two days while I was 
doing a play with Daniel Craig, and 
at night I’d be onstage, and just 
think about Kate Winslet and me 
with balls hanging from my neck 
and start laughing at the absurdity 
of it. I'm stroking my chin now 
thinking about it. FRONT

iVe always had a bit of an obsession 
with toys but I guess I got serious 
about it around ten years ago. Being 
the youngest and only boy in my 
family (I've got two older sisters) I got 
a bit spoiled, toy-wise, as I think my 
dad was a bit relieved that he could 
finally buy all the Masters Of The 
Universe figures he secretly wanted. 

I guess I'm saying I've never grown 
up, but now I appreciate them from 
a design perspective (my collection 
is always a big inspiration) rather 
than conquering imaginary planets 
with them, not that I don't do that 
sometimes too!
